Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and Mr. Hearst stand 
as far as the poles asunder.

Characterizing Hearst as a violent 


and unworthy demagogue and as a 
persistent officeseeUer, Root declared 
that as a congressman he pioved a 
worthless public servant: that while 
professing to favor an independent 
judiciary he made a deal with Tam- 
many's leader, Murphy, for the nomi 
nation of a judiciary ticket in New 
York: that while inveighing against 
corporations his own corpotatc man- 
agement shows the insinceiity of his 
profession: that it is not calm and 
lawful redress of wrongs which he 
seeks, but the turmoil of inflamed pas- 
sions and the terrorism 01' revengeful 
force; that he is guided by selfish mo- 
tives, and is "not guiltless of McKin- 
ley's death." 


"We are witnessing in the state of 


New York," said Root, "one of those 
tests of popular government which 
often have come in the past and al- 
ways will come In the future, when a 
skillful 
demagogue attempts to get 


elected to office by exceeding all other 
men in the denunciation of real evils 
and in promises to cure them.
